This simple candy deckchair stripe baby bianket with soft cotton sear sucker edging 
is the perfect way to use up smail remnants of yam. By Nancy Atkinson

BINDING 

Now you h;ivc knitted your blanket it's time 
to bring out your sewing skills and conceal 
all those tails of yarn with some super soft 
cotton binding. 

Step 1 

Trim the tails of yarn from the sides of your 
work where you have created your stripes. 




Step 2 



Fold your fabric in half selvage to selvage and 
press with a hot iron. Fold in half again, taking 
the top left hand corner to meet the top right 



and you should have one continuous piece as

Next, with a hot iron, press the ends of your 
strips over. Then press your strips in half 
width ways to create 7.5cm (3in) wide double 
thickness strips. Then press in half again to 
create 4cm (l.Sin) strips. Roll into a wheel 
and you are ready to go! 





Hand or machine sew your binding to your 
blanket using a 1cm (0.5in) seam allowance. 

As you approach the corner of your blanket, 
stop sewing the binding 1cm (0.5in) before 
you reach the edge, reverse your machine and 

Step 7 

Now you are going to mitre the corners of your 
blanket binding. Using a hot iron, fold and 
press your binding away from your blanket top 
at a right angle, as shown at top of next column. 




Next, fold the binding back on itself along 
the edge of your blanket. Pin and continue to 
sew, starting your seam 1cm (O.Sin) in from 
the binding edge. Repeat when you reach the 




Step 8 

Manket, yoti arc ready to turn the binding over to 
the back of your blanket to conceal tlw raw edges. 
Press your binding to create neat cortwrs and pin. 




Step 9 



Next tack your binding in place. Although 
this can take a while and it's tempting to skip 
the tacking and just head straight for your 
machine, it pays to tack as it will stop your 
fabrics from slipping and ensure you get a 
really neat end result. 




Finally, on the reverse of your blanket, hand 
sew the binding into place using a whip stitch. 
When you have finished, cut your tacks and 
remove. Your binding will be wider on the 
back of your blanket than it is on the front. •

With regards to your senslttvlty 
to ’Itchy woof If you've been working with 
a pure wool yam you problem moy lie 
In the type of wool you're using. Yams 
from breeds such as Merino not only 
hove a soft handle but also hove great 
stttch definition, which mokes them well 
suited to cable patterns. The superwash 
treatment given to some yams to make 
them machine washable can also help 
to counter the problem of irritation whilst 
fibres such os cashmere and baby 
alpaca are more expensive but less likely 
to cause any Itching, You definitely don't 
hove to stick to OK weight. There Isn't a 
standard tension for chunky yams so they 
can basically be any yam knitted on a 
needle larger than 5mm so there ore 
tots to choose from. Rowon's Big Wool 
(£7.95/100g) is a longtime winter favourite 
and 100% Merino wool, which ticks both 
boxes os for as being soft and chunky 
is concerned. Artesano's Aran Is a little 
more expensive (£8.15/50g| but a nice 
weight and a soft blend of alpaca and 
Peruvian Highland wool.

Beginner's lace 

Q I'm new to lace knitting and would like to 
try a stole/shawl but can't seem to find one 
wim a lace pattern that Is simple enough 
wtmout too many rows to the repeat.

A It mokes perfect sensei There's been 
such a surge In the poputailty of lace 
knitting over the lost tew years that I'm not 
surprised you want to try It too. Lace Is a 
great way of making the most of expensive, 
fine weight yoms and whilst there ore some 
breathtaking patterns with long repeat 
rttotifs you can still get some great results 



using very basic stitches. As you're new to 
lace here's a very basic pat^n which gives 
you vertical lace effects on which you can 
expand, ottoe you're used to it, with different 
combinations of yorn and needle size or 
create contrast by combining the lace with 
solid areos of stocking stitch: 

C(3st on a multiple of 4 sts +1 . 
work 2 rows In sfocking stitch - this makes it 
easier to vtork the first tow of lace pattern.

A I have a confession to make - I've 
never knitted with square needles so 
whilst I can tell you a bit about them I 
n't tell you ttow it feels to work with 
them. For anyone who hasn't heard 
about them the needles are square 
along their length rather than round - 
Imagine the squareness at the top of a 
chopstick and you've got it. They're said 
to give a much more even tension and 
a much faster knitting experience due 
to the sotooth slipping of the yarn across 
the needles. Their emphasis though is 
more on the squareness making them 
re ergonomically suited to knitters' 

Ids leading to less stress and strain, 
therefore reduced stiffness in the hands 
Id fingers, than a different knitted 
outcome. This means they're a great
